statement of reasons for allowance: 



The closest prior art of record (Indian Journal of Chem. 1985) does not teach or disclose 
a coloring composition comprising naphthalene derivatives of the claimed formula (I) in a 
combination with any coloring ingredients such as oxidants, cosmetic agent or polymers as 
claimed. The closest prior art of record (Indian Journal of Chem. 1985) also does not teach or 
disclose naphthalene derivatives of the claimed compounds. Accordingly the claimed subject 
matter as a whole would not have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art of keratin 
fibers coloring formulation.
